The Bharat Jiwan (Benares), of the 6th October, regrets 
to say that this country has hardly 
recovered from the effects of the 
heavy expenditure caused by the conquest of Burma when 
it is threatened with another Kabul war. The native news- 
papers warned Government at the very time of the conclu- 
sion of the treaty with Abdul Rahman that he should not be 
trusted, and their prophecy has been justified by the event.

ADMINISTRATION. 


The Hindistdni (Lucknow), of the 12th October, says 
Case.of B&bi Jang Ba- that, like the Government of these 
wai Micah. Gubcodinonc Provinces, the Bengal Government 
Judge, Mirzapur. has appointed a committee to inquire 
into the subject of police reform. The Chief Secretary, in 
his memorandum attached to the Government order appoint- 
ing the committee, observes that the police, being mostly 
selected from among the people, bear the same character as 
the latter. There is no public opinion in this country to 
support the police. No offender can expect any sympathy 
from the public in England, but in this country the giving 
of false evidence on behalf of an offender is not consi- 
dered a sin. Natives do not even report. thefts committed 
at their houses, simply because police enquiries would 
cause some trouble to them, The Chief Secretary to the 
Bengal Government is of opinion that the people them- 
selves are chiefly to blame for the unsatisfactory state of 
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the police force. ' It is true that the police force is mainly 
composed of natives, and that the people are generally 
averse to assist the police; but this aversion of the people is 
not due to any desire on their part to save the thieves and 
robbers .from punishment, but to the circumstance that 
under the existing arrangements the police are able to 
oppress them with perfect safety. The chief police officer 
in a district himself being the Judge, no person can be so 
foolish as to coart his ruin by criticizing the proceedings of 
the police. Men are not inclined to assist the police in 
bringing offenders to justice, as they are afraid that they 
themselves might be brought into trouble by a corrupt police 
official at any time. Natives are really to blame for quietly 
bearing every ill-treatment to which they are subjected by the 
police, and for not opening the mouth of complaint through 
fear of the District Magistrates. If native newspapers 
and pleaders make a point of exposing the arbitrary and 
high-handed proceedings of the police, in utter disregard 
of the trouble and inconvenience which such exposures 
might entail on them, the higher authorities are sure to 
intervene and remedy the evil. The Hindisténi then 
refers to a pamphlet which Babi Sanwal Singh, Subor- 
dinate Judge, Mirzapur, has published, and which gives an 
account of the case in which the Babi’s son, Jang Bahd4dur, 
was convicted of gaming and fined by the Joint Magis- 
‘trate of Benares. Yusuf Ali, the City Inspector of Police, 
deposed that he arrested Jang Bahadur and thirteen other 
men while gaming in a Bréhman’s house. Jang Bah4dur 
stated that when he was returning to his house from a 
neighbouring Hindi temple, some persons complained to 
him that the City Inspector of Police had unjustly arrested 
and was ill-treating them. Jang Bahadur remonstrated 
with the City. Inspector. On this the latter abused him 
who gave him tit for tat. Then he was also arrested by 

the City Inspéctor as a gambler. On the recommendation 
of the District Superintendent of Police two of the 
accused persons were made Queen’s evidence, and Mr. 
Hamblin, the Joint Magistrate, even had an interview 
with the City Inspector at his house. Jang Bahddur‘and 
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other men were convicted and fined 7“ therJ oint Magistratg;: 
Jang Bahddur being fined Rs. 2. An application. - for. 
revision was made to the High Court, but-if was dismissed, 

gs usual. The summary method of trial is a very objection-. 
able one, as the: judgments of Magistrates in cases tried. 
summarily are: ziet appealable. -If a gentleman incurs the. 
displeasure of a City Inspector of Police, the latter easily 

gets him convicted and punished-on a false charge. His: 
appeals to the higher authorities, for the redress of the 

wrong, end in nothing. B&4bié Sanwal Singh deserves praise 

for his firmness and courage, for, although he is a Govern- 

ment servant, he has boldly published an account of his son’s 

case. The pamphlet is sure to have some effect on the 

Joint Magistrate and the City Inspector of Police, whose 

irregular and high-handed proceedings it has exposed, and- 
they will be more careful in future. If respectable natives. 
did not quietly submit to the extortion. of corrupt police 

officials, but offered them a bold resistance, they would soon 

be brought to their senses and would mend their ways.

He declared that he: was a Eurasian and-confessed that he 
lay on the road in a drunken state. The bench sentenced

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-Him:to pay‘a fine of one rupee:or.té undergo rigorous inrpri- 
sonment fortwo days. wAfter the passing of the sentence 
Sergeant Owen asked the accused.if: he would like to be sent 
‘to the workhouse at Allahabad.. He replied that he was in 
search of employment.- On this the bench ordered him to be 
taken to Mr. Cobb, the City Magistrate. He declared before 
Mr. Cobb that he was a European and questioned the autho- 
rity of the bench to punish him. .Mr. Cobb ordered him to 
be sent to the Allahabad workhouse under police surveil- 
jance. When the bench heard of the City Magistrate’s order, 
Sayyid Nazir. Hasan went to Mr. Cobb and told him that, 
as the accused had stated on oath before the bench that he 
was a Kurasian, the sentence of the bench should be carried 
out. .Mr. Cobb replied that fine would be sufficient. The 
Sayyid said that, as the fine was not paid, the accused should 
go to jail. Again, Sah Gobardhan Das called.upon the City 
Magistrate..and: spoke ‘to him about the expedience of the 
execution of the sentence passed by the bench. Mr. Cobb 
sent for.ail the three Honorary Magistrates and treated them 
very harshly.. Sayyid Nazir Hasan Khan occupied a vacant 
seat while the two other gentlemen remained standin g. The 
Sayyid, being dissatisfied with Mr. Cobb’s treatment, left his 
seat. and went back to his court, where he issued a warrant 
of arrest against, Medson, and then sent in his resignation. 
But the police did not execute the warrant and sent the 
accused to Allahabad in accordance with the City Magis- 
trate’s order.. .Next day another warrant was issued by the 
other two. Honorary Magistrates, but the accused had 
‘already been sent to Allahabad. Even on the part of ¢ a 
young hot-headed civilian such proceedings would be repre- 
hensible, but on the part of Mr. Cobb, whose conduct 
towards natives is, on the whole, satisfactory, they are doubly 
so.. Sayyid N azir Hasan Khan was perfectly right i in ten- 
dering his resignation, and his colleagues ought to have 
followed suit./. Honorary Magistracy should be a mark of 
distinction and not that of dishonour.. An Honorary Magis- 
trate should be -ashamed of himself, who pockets every 
insult and does not resign his appointment. The public 
respects: those men who respect themselves. 
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_ A Lucknow correspondent of the Ridsu-l-A khbér (Gorakti

Ifthe 
rejection of the prosecution is not due to an error of judg- 7 
ment, he has been guilty of an act of gross injustice and has 
thrown an apple of discord between the two communities, 
- which will lead to serious riots in all parts of thecountry. 


The Azdd (Lucknow), of the 10th October, i in comment- 
ing upon the same subject, observes 
that when the Sunnis took exception 
to the book, Sayyid Hasan J Afar, the proprietor of the 
Jafari Press, told them that the manager was to blame for 
printing the book, and offered to make over to them all the 
copies, in order that they might be thrown into the river. 
But the Sunnis did not agree to his proposal and presented 
a prosecution to the City Magistrate, who rejected it. The 
Sunnis were highly indignant at the rejection of their peti- 
tion, and riots were apprehended. Mr. Mulock, Deputy 
Commissioner, sent for the leaders of the two communities 
on the 5th October, and advised the Shias to make over the 
copies to him, to be thrown into the river, with a view 
to allay the anger of the Sunnis. The Shias acceded to 
his wishes and made over the copies to him. The same 
day in the afternoon a monster meeting was held by the 
Sunnis at Sh4hmina’s tomb, about 15 or 16 thousand. men 
being present. Munshi Muhaminad Athar Ali, vak‘il, 
- made an eloquent speech, with a view to: appease the anger 
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of the people, and enjoined moderation. The meeting con-

The N airang (Agra), of the 6th October, in an article Circulation, 
jieetd Seiactionn headed “The dishonouring of the dead 
of some Muhammadan at. Agra,” complains that the dome 
Te: and the three Muhammadan tombs 
situated in the site selected for the erection of new buildings 
in. connection with the Thomason Hospital at Agra, have 
been demolished. ‘It is believed that the dome and the 
tombs. were more than two hundred years old. When the. 
tombs were opened the skeletons of the inmates were found 
quite undisturbed, though the bones were rotten. One of 
the inmates was a woman, and even the traces of her hair’ 
were clearly visible. The bones were ‘gathered, put into a 
basket, and buried elsewhere. An old woman, who repre- 
sents herself to be a descendant of the men buried in those. 
tombs, protested against the destruction of the tombs, but 
no one listened to her. The remains of the deadshave been 
unnecessarily disturbed and subjected to dishonour. The 
tombs would not have interfered much with the construc- 
tion of the proposed buildings. It will be remembered 
that kings allowed their palaces to remain faulty but did 
not force their subjects to part with their houses against 
their will. The appropriation of a small piece of land, on 
which a poor man’s house was situated, was necessary to 
complete the palace built by Emperor Frederick William of 
Germany. The man was asked to sell his house, but he refus-. 
ed to part with it. The Emperor did not like to take his. 
house by force. Many such instances are to be found in. 
history. Wild tribes, no doubt, disinter and dishonour the: 
dead of their vanquished enenties, but no civilized Govern-. 
ment tolerates the dishonouring of the dead. The destruc- 
tion of the tombs at Agra is unprecedented under British rule. 
Perhaps the measure was carried out without the know- 
ledge of the dintaiat authorities.

them into hardened criminals. This is due to several 
causes. Work is exacted from a convict, not with a view 
to teach him some art or industry, suited to his social 
position and habits, which he may be able to practice on 
his release, but with a view to increase the jail revenues ; 
and all classes. of convicts are allowed to mix freely with 
éach other. It is necessary that the convicts belonging to 
the respectable and the criminal classes of the community 
should be kept separate from each other, ‘and that each 
convict should be employed on that kind of work which he 
may be able to make a means of earning a livelihood after 
his release from the jail. Moreover, religious and moral 
instruction should be provided, as such instruction 1s sure 
to have a very beneficial effect on convicts. |

In accordance 
with the joint family system, Aziz.Ahmad lives with Vazir 
Ahmad, and the latter occasionally writes letters for his 
' brother, but he does. not share the profits with him. Mr. 
Nesfield himself has published glossaries and translations of 
his Readers which have been introduced into all the schools 
in these provinces, insists upon his glossaries; translations 
and copy books, being purchased by students, and sells 
- them at high prices. “He has made a fortune by the sale 
of his books during the last two years. He has also ordered 
the key to mensuration published by his clerk to be freely 
used in all the schools.. Hence it will be perceived that Mr. 
F Nesfield himself ’ is guilty of disobeying the: Director’s 
Circular. It may be hoped that the Director will make a
